City, May 05.—The house,

Hopkins of Illinois, thoug » 
tha t the enactm ent of this bill into a law 
would I/O but ta rd y justice to a most de­ 
serving class of citizens. 
Ho hoped too 
good nows would soon l» o sont to tho fa rm ­ 
ers and dairym en in all parts of tho coun­ 
tr y that this bill had 
been passed by tho 
house. 
Iiam m ond of Goorgia, 
argued tha t the 
bill, as a measuro to suppress the m a n u­ 
facture of oleoraurgarine, 
was unconstitu­ 
tional. 
I t was protection run mad. 
It was 
a bill to popularize tho internal 
revenue 
system. 
Kvery 
one 
would 
be boreal ter 
coming to congress asking 
for protection 
from competition. 
The wholo tim e of* on- 
gress would then be taken up in an atte m pt 
to catch up w ith 
A m erican rascality -a 
thiug tha t was impossible.

A m erican form of governm ent in its purity 
tha n in suppressing tho m anfacturo of oleo­ 
m argarine. 
Heagan of Texas, said tha t it was very 
plain, t oth from the language of the I.ill, 
and from the argum ents m ade in its sup­ 
port, that tho purpose of tho bill was not 
revenue, but exclusion. 
It was the m anifest object of the 
p r o p o s i­ 
tion to destroy the m anufacture of im ita ­ 
tion butter and thcro wan nothing in tho 
constitution to justify ib 
Tho stales had 
the power to r e gu la t e , but not tho genet ill 
governm ent, 
lie deprecated tho constant 
violation of the constitution, and said tha t 
if things w ent on as they had boon going on 
this session, ho would not bo surprised to see 
a raan come hero and claim dam ages irom 
tho governm ent if a storm blew a treo down, 
an d broke his fences. 
Hiscock of Now York, said tho dairy in­ 
terests of tho to un try 
were being disas­ 
trously affected by tho 
m an ufacture of 
im itation compounds which were vilo in 
their constituent parts and which carried 
w ith them tho germ s of disease.

Kacli young artisan works from a drawing, 
giving simply the form and dimensions, and 
the nature of each piece is thoroughly ex­ 
plained in a lecture before work upon it is be- 
gun. 
Having sjient ,a year in «loing this kind of 
work the student is ready for the machine- 
shop, which is situated just above the black- 
smith-shop. 
This room is equippcsl with 
seven 11-inch Fn iitiss lathes, one 20-inch 
Blai«lsell lathe, two sj)cs*<l lathes, one »shaiK*r. 
and one drill. 
The present class is engaged in 
the construction of six steam engines of six- 
horse power each.

The number of bridge* built over Rock 
River at this city; and the various style» 
from the time the first crude work was 
erected upon piles driven into the bed of 
the stream, make quite a 9tudy in that 
sort of architecture. To-day as we write 
we are reminded that thirteen years ago 
we were all shocked, as was the entire 
country, by a terrible calamity that swept 
over two score of our prominent citizens 
into eternity. 
The writer was then kept 
busy all that day and the following night 
answering telegrams from the leading 
newspaper editors of New York, Phila 
delphia. St. Louis, Chicago and other 
cities, or until their own reporters could 
reach here. 
But we will not recall the 
sad scenes of that terrible day. 
The illus­ 
trations of the destroyed bridge which we 
give to-day in this paper speak for them­ 
selves all that need be said. 
In calling 
attention to that calamity we had prepared 
engravings of the various bridges that 
have been constructed here from the time 
the first was erected in the tall and win­ 
ter of 1846-7, when a toll bridge was erect* 
ed, the south end landing at the foot of 
Ottowa street. Lorenzo Wood had charge 
of the work and the directors of the com­ 
pany were John Dement, Oliver Everett, 
John Dixon, M. Fellows, Otis A. Eddy, 
J. B . Brooks, Jas. P. Dixon and Horace 
Preston. 
The bridge was short lived. 
Before it was of any use to the stock­ 
holders the ice carried it down the river. 
On the night of M>rch ‘30, 1847, all there 
was left of the bridge consisted of piles 
along the river bed where it had steod. 
But citizens of Dixon in those d ays werfe 
not discouraged; especially b y a trifle 
such as the loss of a river b rid ge. Joh n 
V. Eustace furnished the b u lk of th e 
funds to erect a couple of b rid ges at d if­ 
ferent times. 
May 5, 
1851, 
th e fol­ 
lowing citizens formed a company to 
build a bridge: John Dement. Cyrus 
Aldrich, John Shillabar, J. B, Brook s, 
John V. Eustace, Carlton Bay ley, I. 8. 
Boardman, Lorenzo Wood and E. B. 
Baker. The bridge had been completed 
only a few weeks wheu the floods came 
and carried away the south half th ereef 
and this part was rebuilt, and wisely 
placed about four feet higher than it stood 
before its fall (and consequently th at 
much higher than the north half) so th at a 
common summer freshet would not carry 
it away. 
It was not symetrical ia ap ­ 
pearance, with a great “ jog'» in th e cen ­ 
ter, but it afforded “ communication with 
both sides of the river,” as was stated in 
an early history. 
Bridge disasters of 
simply a financial nature have b een q u ite 
frequent with the people of Dixon . In 
the winter of 1857 a free bridge was b u ilt 
over the river at West Dixon, by N. Q. R 
Morrell and others having property thert 
but it lasted only a few months when i 
was partly carried away by the flood. 
I 
was again rebuilt. 
It met the fate ot 
all other River bridges, not long afte' 
The same freshet that carried away tb 
“ Free Bridge,” at West Dixon, also swept 
away the toll bridge at the foot of Otta­ 
wa street. 
In the May following Major 
Watson erected a temporary bridge at 
the foot of Galena street and then money 
was subscribed for a doqjble track affair. | 
In the fall of that year the bridge gave 
way under the weight of a couple of load­ 
ed teams and a drove of cattle; the resufe 
was the loss of two spans of the structur« 
and two bead of cattle. Ia June, 1858 
one of the most remarkable floods ever, f 
known on Rock River swept away th 
f 
bridge built but a short time before 
Then again in February, the followin 
year, 1859, the dam being clogged with a 
ice gorge gave way and the entire mas» 
ice, dam and all—came down against tl 
bridge, erected only four months pr 
vtous, and carried away nearly the entiap^^i 
structure, 8o it will be seen that the cite 
izens of Dixon have erected many bridges 
at no little expense. 
Not in the least dis­ 
mayed b y the ill luck which the bridge 
builders had met with—-these enterprises, 
be it remembered, were accomplished b y 
the efforts of individuals and by private 
subscriptions—still they persevered and 
never faltered in the good work. 
There was energy an d p u b lic sp irit 
among citizens of Dixon In th ose d ays 
that elsewhere u su ally received b etter re 
ward than was vouchsafed to our p eop le. 
In the following August, 1859, a contract 
was completed witn Z. H. Lucky, who 
1 was to erect a bridge at the foot of Galena 
street at a cost of not less than twelve 
thousand dollars. 
This bridge, when 
completed was a more substantial struct* 
| ure than bad ever before been bui!t heft.-, 
j We give an engraving of the first, 
j south span and pier of that bridge; wh 
is all the “ picture” necessary to sh ow th e f 
readers of T h e Te l e g r a p h its character. M 
The piers were quite su b stan tial, b ein g.: 
made b y first driving p iles E n d /th en 
planking them up substantially 
in with rock. 
That bridge stood the 
floods and ice until march. 7th, 1868 
when a remarkable freshet carried Dit 
away. 
At the same time the south p ier 
of the Illinois Central railroad bridge 
was battered down by the ice and two 
spans of that great iron superstructure 
went crashing into the river. 
A temporary wagon bridge was soon 
erected by our people west of Galena 
street, and then was commenced 
work of building the fatal Tru 
Bridge. It was a very fine struct 
appearance, as may 
gravings which we 
to-day. It was built

ab u tmen ts, erected fo r it, n o w 
stan din g, an d the en tire wo rk 
co st ab o u t eighty tho u san d do l­ 
lars. 
The b ridge was dedicated 
Ju n e 2 1 , 186 9 , with great jo llifi­ 
catio n ; an d tested with lo aded 
teams an d carn ages filled with 
citizen s; thu s sho win g that when 
first co n stru cted it wo u ld cer 
tain ly b ear u p a great weight. 
But not so was the fin al test. On 
a b right Su n day mo rn in g, o n the 
fo u rth day o f May , 1873, while 
a v ast cro wd o f citizen s sto o d o n 
the b ridge, watchin g the o p era­ 
tio n o f b ap tisin g a n u mb er o f 
p erso n s, the b ridge gav e way 
an d o v er two sco re were killed 
b ein g man gled b y the fallin g 
iro n o r dro wn ed ia the water;an d 
man y wo u n ded. 
We n eed n o 
rep eat the sad histo ry . 
It is 
fresh in the min ds o f o u r p eo p le. 
The fo llo win g fall there was 
erected a v ery fine Ho w Tru st 
Wo o den b ridge stru ctu re; b u t

b ridge sto o d u n til rep laced b y 
the elegan t Iro n b ridge which 
was erected b y the Milwau kee 
Bridge Co mp an y ; an en grav in g 
o f which we giv e herewith. The 
v iew fo r the drawin g is taken 
fro m the So u th side o f the riv er. 
W hile it is in elegan t ap p ear­ 
an ce all that a b ridge co u ld b e, 
it is at the same time mo st p er­ 
fect in stren gth an d du rab ility . 
Thu s it will ap p ear that the his­ 
to ry o f Dix o n b ridges makes u p 
q u ite an ex ten siv e reco rd.
